WHO IS RIGHT IN THE EUVROPEAN

QUARREL?
Tur experience of the stern realities of war
which the American people have recen'ly un-
dergone bas created in our midst hosts of in-
telligent oritics of the stupendous military
operations in Europe, and a universal craving
for information in regard to the movements
of the mighty combatants. The telegrams
are engerly watched from day to day to see
what new scene in this terrific drama has been
enaoted, and how the fortunes of France or
Prussia have been affected by the events
with which each bhour teems in this event-
ful era. While the armies and
navies of the coutending nations are
brought up to the highest state of effective-
ness, a vigorous diplomatic battle is simulta.
neously conducted, each party using its best
efforts to win friends or allies and to place
ils opponent in an unenviable light Lefore
the world. While this mental conflict has not
yot produced decisive results for either side,
it seems olear that Bismarck has thus far
overmatobed Napoleon and gained the moral
viotory which rarely fails to ensurein the end
a physical trivioph. Not content with fasten-
ing npon the Emperor the odium of having
wantonly disturbed the peace of Europe, the
Prussian Minister follows up this blow by
furnishing proofs of Naploeon's imsatiable
ambition for territorial aggrandizement, and
of his desire to persuade Prussia to
join him in violating the most sacred treaties,
and in sbaring the spoils to be gained by a
complete subversion of the old European set-
tlements, If anything could shake the neu-
trality of England it would be the secret
treaty proposed by France, which is said to
be still in existence in Berlinin the hand-
writing of the famous French ambassador,
Benedetti, This docnment proves Napoleon
111 to be as unsorupulous as Napoleon I; and
if it is strengthened, as a despatch from
Berlin says it will be, by proof that the pre-
sent Emperor oherished similar designs
against Bwitzerland and Italy, the existing
regime will be shown to be a close imitator,
in the vastness of its schemes, of the
founder of the Napoleonic dynasty. There
is something ridioulous in the idea of a man
like the present ruler of France thirsting for
universal dominion, but since he must needs
punish Prussia for her refusal to co-operate
with bis schemes, and since he must play the
knight-errant over the whole world, under
the impulse of this insane ambition, it not
only becomes the great German race to resist
to the death this insult, but the duty of all
woll-disposed European populations to de-
throne such a reckless disturber of public
trangnility. He has humbled Russia, dis-
graced Enpgland, defeated Austria, half-
befriended and  balf-betrayed  Italy,
snubbed Spain, attempted to
establish an empire in  Awmerica,
pushed his conquests in Africa, and dubbled
in Asiatic wars; and now, at a woment's
notice, he precipitates, from most unworthy
moltives, a conflict which will inflict untold
misery on the people of Europe. In this age
men of his stamp are enemies of the human
race, and they deserve to be treated as such.
He has shown himself to be one of those
scourges who perpetually abuse power and
destroy millions of mankind without remorse,
He not only rules France with a rod of iron,
but on mere personal pretexts leads her
mighty legions forth to slaughter unoffending
nations, and by these acts ke
sins go fearfully against God and man that no
retributive punishment can be too severe,
We are greatly mistaken in the signs of the
times if this war does mot prove fatal to all
his hopes. Its logical sequence is a final up-
rooting of the Napoleonic dynasty; and if
Prussia does not prove fully equal to this
task, any aid that may be necessary should,
and we think will, be furnished by affiliated
u tions,

WHITTEMORE.

NAPOLEON'S LATEST EMBARRASS-
MENT.

Tue oyes of all eivilized peoples are turmed
to the great impending straggle on the conti-
nent of Enrope; and althongh we are far re- 1
moved from the tread of the contending
armies, we cannot but be deeply interested in |
all that relates to the struggle. And although
both the great nations mow in arms have
given us, in our early and later history, evi-
dence of a generons sympathy as a people,
we have no immediate intercst in the contest,
Commercially, our interosts are alike valoa-
ble with both. And yet, in spite of this want
of an immediate interest, the native-born
American will, from one cause or avothor—
early prejudice, mental bias, or sowae other
influence—take sides in the contast, and look
eagerly to the trinmph of the ono or the
overthrow ef the other.

No one, be his prejndices what they may,
but must admit that Napoleon, econfronted by
united Germany aud menaced by unfriendly
Russia and England, has enough to engage
his most serious attention, and fully employ
his trained legions. It was scarcely to be ax-
pected that any serious embarrassment wounld
arise for him on this side the Atlantic. No
one can, however, read the message sent by
Dr. Paul Schoeppe from Carlisle prison to
Governor Geary, but must feel that this
amidst all his complications is most grave
and serious, s affecting the
French nation and the Emperor in
particular. Hitberto the Doctor has confined
his skill and valor to the matter of adminis-
tering prussic acid to aged spinsters. Now
he desires to have his shackles stricken of,
his prison garb exchanged for the Prussian
blue, his acid-bottle for a needle-gun, and
then, oh! then, *‘he will fight in the army of
Prussia against that impudent man Louis

|

Napoleon,” whom ‘‘he has long desired of
teaching a lesson !” How dreadful! how
alarming to the caunse of France, and particu-
larly the person of that “‘impudent wman |
Louis Napoleon!” This is an emergeacy '
that should be met, and that promptly.
If the Doctor should procare his
pardon, and wunmite his andacious courage |

with a needle-gnn, and all against
the  French, what fearfal resnlts
might follow !| Without desiring to be offi-

cious, we wonld recommerd to the French
Minister at Washington that he procced at
once to Harrisburg and employ, without
delay, such influences a5 are most potent
with his Excellenoy to prevent so dreadful a
disaster to the canse of the Emperor as the
opening of the prison doors that confine Dr,
Paul Schoeppe, his “fearful longings” and
gold spectacles, all of which are desirons of
being let loose npon that “impudent wuan
Louis Napoleon.” BSeriously, however, we
think the cause of Prussia will be but little
benefited by opening onr prison doors to fill
the ranks of her valiant army. Murderers,
thieves, and outlaws make but poor material
from which to mould soldiers, Schoeppe’s
last bid for sympathy will fail, as has all his
previous efforts, He has boen fairly wried,
justly convicted, and we hope that Governor
Geary will flx an early day for his sxecation.

CANADA,
Ir the United States were disposed to be
aggressive, the present would seam to bra
favorable opportunity for the oxteamsion of
our northern boundaries by the annexation
of Canada. For a number of years past the
habitual policy of the British Government
has been to snub its colonies, and the Canadas
especially bave been given to understand in
plain terms that they are incumbrances rether
than aids to the mother country, and that if
they wish to make a start in busincss entirely
on their own hook nobody in England will
make any very serious objection, The Ka-
nucks, however, are on some points more
British than the British thewselves,
and they have bitharto refused to
accept any of the hiuts given them to leave
without waiting to be kicked out, When in
fear of a Fenian raid, for instancs, their
patriotio attachment to the mother country is
of an exceedingly ardent and demonstrative
character, but when calfed upon to paya
portion of the bill of expenses incurred in
defending them, they find their political re-
lations anythiog but satisinctory. Tu faet,
the Canadians are disposed to love England
80 long as England consents to pay the ex.
penses of their govermucnt, and rclieves
them from a burden of taxation that they
would be called upon to bear if they started
out on their own acoount; and the latest piece of
British advice which hes been tendered fo the
colgnies by the London TVnes—most proba- |
bly with ofticiul sanction—that they shonld

form scbemes of confederation and organize
effoctive land and naval forces for as'f- fe-
fense, with the sssurance that the Lmperial

| bank of that commercial highway from the

lakes to the sea, and in the Northwest Van-

| couver's Island, which will give us entire con-

trol of Puget's Sound. The rest of the Bri-
tish North American dominions we need not
sigh for, but the portions we have named we
ought to have, and may possibly obtain on
easy terms if our diplomatists will only man-
age the prosecution of omur claims for damages
against England with a reasonable degree of
skill sud prudence.

OBITUARY.
-—r——-——*—-—-—-
Madame Marie Ratnzzl,

A cnble telegram from Floreuce brings vs the
intelligence that the celebrated Madame Ratazzi
is nomore. Ehe was a cousin of Napoleon IlI,
her graudfather having been Lucien Bonaparte,
Prinee of Capino, and ope ot the brothera of
Napoleon I. Prince Pierre Bonaparte, who shot
Victor Noir, I8 an uncle of the deceased lady,
whose mother, the Princess Letiva, married I’n
15821 Sir Thomas Wyse, the British Minister
to Greece, by whom she had several children,
includivg the subject of this sketeh, The
domestic relations of 8ir Thomas and Lady Wyse
were unbappy and they finally separated. The
wife then went to Paris, where she was thrown
in pociety as Madame Wyse-Bovaparte. Her
deughter was born in Athens onthe 21st of July,
1584, was educated in Paris, and became disiin-

uiched in society for her beauty and talents.

n 1859 she married, at Strashourg, M. Flelscher
Rolme, aud was known for some yvears as the
Countess Solms, In 1862 she separated from her
hustiand, and in 1563 married Urbano Ratazzi,
the famous ltallan stagesivan,

When lLouis Napoleon became President of
the French mhubllc he recogaolzed his cousin as
u member of his famlly, and she was weleomed
al the Elysees., At the tume of the coup delat
Maria Wyse was o mere girl of nineteen years,
a belle of soclety, and much sought after in
marrisge. As stated above, she first married
Solms and separated from him—or rather he
left her, because the pair discovered that
they were not aflinities. During the follow-

ing year ehe married REatazzi, who had
already achieved reputation as a statesman
of Italy. As a member of the famiile civile she

recclved a pension of five thousand dollars per
annum, The greater part ot the time she resided
in Paris, where she had already made a reputa-
tion as an author. What atiracted atteuntion in

| her writiugs was the boldness with which she
| eatirized persons moving in the highest cireles

of society. For a time nothing was sald to her,
but finally she published a romance, under eover

i of which she violently attacked Count Cavour

and the most eminent ministers of the French
Government, bardly concealing their names
from the public. The book created intense
excitement everywhere in Italy and France. So
profoundly was political eociety stirred by the
gcandal that Napoleon was compelled to take
Muadame Ratazzi's pension

{ was taken from her, and she was ordered to

leayve Paris. Golng to Florence, she engaged
actively in political Intrigne. It was not 1o

before she published another romance, full o
persoualities, in which the characters of the
most aristoceratic ladies of [taly were shamefully
attacked. Ilating Louis Napoleon with the ut-
mosat Intengity, she used her influence with her
husband agamst him. Ratazzi resigned the
Premicrship of Italy for the purpose of golog
inlo opposition to  the Emperor, and
became o sirong advocate of an alllance
with Prussis. All that she could do to injure
the occupant of the Tuileries, Madame Ratazzi
did. Iler war against bim uever ceased. Fall-
ing to make Victor Emanuel a convert to her
views she revenged hersell by calllnni him a
blockhead and exposing some of his love in-
trignes. Not that she was, herself, like Cwsar's
wife, for some strong stories have been told
about ber; but she was, nevertheless, a woman
of great abillty, and one whose inflaence in
[talian politics was at one time considerable.
